If the supreme court of the United 
Stales 
upholds the contention 
of 
the state of Texas in a case argued 
before it this week. Oklahoma will 
lose part? of four counties along 
her western bordar south of the 
Oklahoma Panhandle. 
Oklahoma admits, according 
to 
George Short, attorney general, that 
the survey 
made in 
1829 
which 
gave the land to this state was 
wrong, and that it 
should 
have 
heen allotted to Texas. 
But the counter claim is that thd 
land has long been considered a 
pare of Oklahoma, that its allot­ 
ment to Texas at this time would 
work a bardship on a great num. 
ber of people who have settled it, 
and that the whole matter is res 
adjudica, a* thing adjudged by the 
past. 
* 
The 
question 
involves 
approxi­ 
mately 24,500 acres of land, and 
several towns, the largest one be­ 
ing Hollis, in Harmon county, the 
home of Mrs. Lamar Looney, state 
senator ii* the Eighth and Ninth 
legislatures. 
The question hangs on the re­ 
sults of two conflicting surveys and 
attempt to locate the 100th merid­ 
ian, along which the state line now 
runs. The contention is that the 
line shou’d be located 3.669 feet 
and a few inches east of the pres­ 
ent line, about three-fourths of a 
mile. The counties 
involved 
are 
Haruion. in the southwestern corner 
of the state, and Beckham, Roger 
Mill? and Ellis counties, lying above 
Harmon county in order along the 
line. 
The land in que?tion was patented 
by the United .States government to 
parsons who settled on it, accord­ 
ing to the attorney general. If it 
is adjudged to belong to the state 
of Texas, then the government had 
no right to grant the patents, since 
Texas’ sovereignty was recognised 
over her lands, according to the 
contention of attorneys representing 
Oklahoma. That would deprive the 
present owners of their titles to 
the lands. 
The suit for the recovery of the 
land in question was brought by 
Texas in a cross petition filed be­ 
fore tile supreme court after Ok­ 
lahoma had entered her claim to 
the Red 
River bed to the south 
bank of the river.
